Army Widen Use

JERUSALEM — Defense Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin announced 
tough new measures Tuesday 
against Palestinians accused of 
throwing stones, including the ex- 
panded use of firearms even when 
soldiers' lives are not threatened. 

La addition, Mr. Rabin said, 
“schools that reseat stone throwing 
— I refer to high schools — will be 
dosed, and we have already dosed 
several schools." Seven high 
schools were dosed Tuesday. 

Also included in the measures 
are the seating or destruction ctf 
stone-throwers’ homes and the con- 
fiscation of cars and other proper- 
ly. 

The army says that neatly 90 
percent of the violent incidents in 
the Palestinian uprising now in- 
volve stone-throwing and that in 
most cases those who do it are 
rfi»Triren 

“I know that some children are 
doing this for 100,” Brigadier Gen- 
eral Ariyeh Ramot, who heads Isra- 
d’s military government in the 
Gaza Strip, said on Israel televi- 
sion’s Arabic language service. 
“But it is very important that par- 
ents watch their children because 
today the throwing of a stone is 
liable to lead to very serious pun- 
ishment.” 

Three more Palestinians died 
Tuesday from gunshot wounds suf- 
fered when they threw stones at 
soldiers, bringing the death toll 
over the last six days to 13. Most of 
those killed have been teen-agers. 
Twenty-nine Palestinians have 
been kflled in the last month, a rate 
higher than at any time except the 
firk days of the uprising more than 
a year ago. 

Also on Tuesday, the army de- 
molished the homes of three Pales- 
tinians accused of throwing stones 
at settlers and sealed off five others' 
so thdr owners could not use them. 

Brigadier General Amnon 
Strashnov, the army's chief prose- 
cutor, asserted Tuesday that “the 
new measures being taken in the 
territories are within the law, in-- 
chiding the more serious mea- 
sures.” 

“For example," he said, “the 
sealing or destruction of hones of. 
stone throwers is done according to 
regulation 119 at the defense regu- 
lations.”

Polish Leaders Ready

Study Finds the Hostile Are Prone to Early Death

MONTEREY, California — Angnr, 
cynical people are five times as Skely to die 
before the age of 50 as people who are calm 
tmd trusting, a psychiatrist has found. 

He said the fitting is farther evidence 
that people with stniaued Type A behavior 
— fast-taDring workahteics wno are always 
in a harry — arc not more prone to prema- 
ture drath from heart disease. Instead, 1« 
wrid,, his woric is the most definitive evi- 
dence so far that people who are hostile are 

more Hkdy to suffer premature death from 
aO causes. 

Such toxic personalities can be traced to 
biological differences that are Hkdy pre- 
sent from birth, said, the psy cliifttn st, Df. 
Bedford B. Williams, a professor at Duke 
University Medical center in Durham. 
North Carolina. 

He described his findings Monday at an 
American Heart Association sdeoce. writ- 
os' se m in ar in Monterey.

But traits that reflected cynical mistrust 
(“people lie to get sheaf 1 ), angpr and act- 
ing out (“I often have to get rough 
with people”) were strong predictors of 
premature death.

For ex- 
ample, maxty people get annoyed or anx- 
ious when, m an expre s s check-out line at 
the grocery store, other people have more 
titan the allowed number of items. The 
angry personality-type will not just fed 
apset.

Hostile and monhostite people seem to 


have fundamentally different nervous sys- 
tems, he added. When nonhostife people 
are aroused and apset, thdr paratympa- 
thetie nervous system acts^ Tike a Bate stop 
switch,” he said, that calms them down. 
Hostile types, on the other hand, seem to 
have weak parasympathetic nervous sys- 
tems; they stay unpleasantly aroused ami 
thus interact with the wodd quite different- 
ly, Dr. Williams sod.

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The Imhausen Affair Jolts a Quiet German Town FimNamed WORLD BRIEFS

LAHR, West Germany — Even in its 
hometown of Lahr, Imha usen-Chemie 
GmbH was hardly a household name before 
Jan. 1. when the company was publicly ac- 
cused of having helped Libya buud a poison- ° 
gas plant 

. If people had heard of Imhausen, it was 
usually because of the white mansion that 
served as company headquarters, where its 


executives held occasional receptions. 

With 350 local employees. Imhausen is 
overshadowed by other local companies, 
four of which employ as many as 1,000 
workers. And its products were too arcane 
Tor most of the residents. 

The big players in town are several compa- 
nies thm manufacture packaging products 
and 12,000 Canadian soldiers and their de- 
pendents. tjhr is the headquarters and a 
major base for Canadian forces stationed in 
West Germany under North Atlantic Treaty 

fFr ganrya tifai n ranrnanri. 

The town, in the Rhine Valley cm the edge 
of the Black Forest, is untouched by war and 
has aprovindal air to it, with many old brick 
buildings. 

When word came out about the Libyan 
connection, people’s initial reaction in Lahr 
was the same asm most of West Germany — 
incredulity. The denials by die government 
and by Jurgen Hippensneklmnausen, the 
managing director of Imhausen, seemed 
more credible in this country than did the 
American charges of elaborate foreign 
schemes and connections. 

Herwart Bosshammer, the editor of the 
local newspaper, the Lafarer Zdomg, said the 
initial react ion in the city was disbelief. He 
said no one imagined that a local company 
would have die sort of global contacts Xzn- 
hausen was said to have. 

“In Lahr, nobody knew exactly what Im- 
hausen did,” he said. And once the story 
broke, he added, no one at Imhausen would

One man declared that none of his friends 
could believe what they had heard of Imbau- 
sen’s alleged- involvement in Libya. “Even 
men who worked at Imhausen couldn’t be- 
lieve it,” he said. 

All this has changed now. The gales to the 
mansion are kept dosed, and the accusation 
“Murderers" was recently sprayed across the 
white brick fence. Mr. ffippenstid-Imhansen 
has dropped out of sight. 

Residents talk suspiciously of a high fence 
he recently built around his Victorian, villa 
and of rumors *fot he had gone into hiding 
because of death threats.

Its own literature shows that Imhausen 
contributed to die German military effort in 
both world wars. In World Warn, the com- 
pany supplied synthetic lubricants it had 
developed and special anti-radar paint for 
tanks and airplanes. 

Arthur Imhausen died in 1951, and man- 
agement of the company passed to his son, 
Karl-Heinz Imhausen, who was joined in 
1970 by iris son-in-law, Mr. Hippenstid- 
Tmhausen. The company also left the Ruhr 
Valley for Lahr, possibly because of the 
concentration of packaging firms there. 

When Kari-Hemz Imhausen died in 1983, 
Mr. Hippenstid-lmhausen became manag- 
ing director.

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Silence Kills in Sudan 


Don’t make waves, say State Depart- 
ment officials when asked about a bonify- 
ing famine th | » t Iasi year as many 
as a quarter milti nn lives in southern Su- 
dan. Making a fuss, they say, will only 
undercut an elected, moderate, useful re- 
gime in Khartoum. Trust us, they add. to 
send the right stem signal to the Moslem- 
led government in the north beset by a 
rebellion in the non-Moslem South. 

Is that sensible advice or policy? To 
judge by the evidence, silence kills. Con- 
sider the spectacle of 20,000 starving, or- 
phaned boys who last month fled Sudan's 
wars seeking sanctuary in, of all places, 
hungry and violent Ethiopia. 

Sudanese governments have been chal- 
lenged for years by rebd guerrillas in the 
impoverished south. The Sudanese Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Army also treats food as a 
weapon in a pitiless war, to the extent of 
shooting down government relief planes. 
But if both sides are to blame, that is still 
no excuse for silence: The reasonable, 
honorable response is to condemn both. 

The greater blame appears to lie in 
Khartoum, where the government makes 
no secret of its detestation of traditional 
ethnic adversaries, especially the cattle- 
raising Dinka peoples. Western aid work- 
ers assert that food and medicine have 


been systematically denied to the Dinka. 
Prime Minister Saddc d-Mahdfs blunt 
justification, offered to the American di- 
rector of UNICEF in Khartoum: “Your 
food is killing my soldiers.” 

The Reagan administration has been 
providing $72 naffion in annual economic 
aid to Sudan. The adminis tration is con- 
cerned to prevent further slippage by the 
Mahrii pw anmimt mm the oirbit of neigh- 
boring Libya. Bui even that reasonable 
concern ehm/ld not inhibit candor about 
the most rudimentary of rights — not to 
starve. At the very least, Washington 
could require that U.S. aid not be denied 
to the starring on die basis of race or 
creed, and it could insis t that Khartoum 
fly relief supplies to those southern areas 
known to be secure from rebel attacks. 

If the State Department will not attach 
such conditions, then let Congress show the 
way. The Reagan adminis tration correctly 
condemned Ethiopia's Marxist military dic- 
tatorship for refusing to allow relief agen- 
cies to truck emergency aid to that coun- 
try’s rebellio us north. Its criticism seemed 
to have a moderating effect. Once again, the 
camera probably tells best why diplomatic 
circumlocutions are an unsatisfactory way 
to deal with a heartless regime.

Universities in the Red 


The news that a number of high-profile, 
high- reputation umvenatks have operating 
deficits of a nrifllon dollars or more — 
f!nrnen, Princeton and Johns Hopkins 

nmfing them — raises firmfliar questions. 

When such institutions excel in every cate- 
gory of getting funds — government aid, 
ge n erous »hmmi i plump endowments and 
ever-rising tuition — and it still isn’t 
enough, how can higher education hope 
ever to keep up with prices which, everyone 
agrees, will only keep rising? Johns Hop- 
kins, for instance, is America’s biggest re- 
cipient of rese ar c h grants, Maryland treats 
it generously and a recent fund-raising 
drive is breaking records. Yet the rarivosity 
has found itself outran by costs and has just 
adopted a harsh five-year plan that soles 
back several hoped-for expansions. Why? 

What exactly about operating a univer- 
sity nowadays costs so much? Is it, as the 
Reagan administration has liked to mam- 
tain, profligacy and laziness, or is it some- 
thing more intractable? 

The normal costs of doing business — 
health benefits, liability insurance, more 
financial aid to balance federal cutbacks,

criticism by redoubling their efforts to 
“compete," which essentially means outdis- 


tancing one another in a race for die same 
tiny pool of well-prepared stud e n t s and 
top-notch faculty. The prospect drat gov- 
ernment research funds will beep tightening 
puls an edy about their ccsitintring 
ability to win at the peer review game — 
which rewards top faculty and facilities — 
and chary of potting off even such large 
capital i nvestment s as new science build- 
ings. The same fears spur large-scale com- 
puterization and expansion pngects. 

Unlike business, where investment for 
“competitiveness” is supposed to pay to 
itself through increased productivity and 
profits, die university money spent on a 
better quality of education does not come 
back in dollars. At best it may eventually 
hdp indirectly by attracting more grants or 
canting parents to swallow higher tuition 
costs. The dollars put into educational im- 
provement are instead supposed to flow 
mtn the C COE l Q my; thfc fe th e hrai c ar gument 
for government research funding. 

But other factors are pushing the costs up 
ranch foster than political readiness — or, 
in tins era, ability — to keep up. Potting in 
h^her-tech equipment, even when it is pv- 
ea as a gift, does not cut costs; better 
computers and particle accelerators gener- 
ally cost more, not less, to operate. And 
they enable researches to uncover increas- 
ingly exciting questions — which cost expo- 
nentially more to research. 

In the king run, planners say, universities 
mil probably have to gel together more, 
pooling resources in their subspecialties 
and becoming less comprehensive, at least 
at the graduate level. Such changes would 
be far-reaching. Bnt that is the scale on 
winch the next generation of education 
funding issues will have to be debated.

1 0S ANGELES — The impressive 
* gams made in America in the last 
few years in the battle against cancer are 
at risk. Simply put, there is not enough 
money to do the research work neces- 
sary to find the elusive cure. 

Today only 25 percent of the research 
projects approved by the National Can- 
cer Institute axe being funded, com- 
pared to 60 percent in the mid- 1970’s. 

Not only are we missing out on po- 
tentially important new cancer re- 
search because of inadequate funding, 
we are losing some great medical minds 
as they become frustrated and tom 
their energies elsewhere. 

Scientists are on the brink of a major 
breakthrough, especially in adoptive im- 
munotherapy — die regime that fights 
cancer by strengthening the body's im- 
mune system. Many scientists believe 
that a due to the mystery of AIDS also 
may lie in this area erf research, since 
AIDS, like cancer, is a result of the 
failure of the immune system.

way, and today polio has been virtually 
eliminated aro und the world. 

In my lifetime 1 have seen the same 
happen with smallpox, typhoid fever, 
diphtheria and tuberculosis, all of which 
were (bought to be incurable. Today we 
have the right tods to defeat cancer. We 
cannot afford to backslide. 

This crusade is a one-time effort 10 
locate new sources of funding by raising 
the consciousness of the general public 
and targeting major donors who have not 
given before. It has never been our intent 
to take funds that would normally go to 
other organizations. We believe it is pos- 
sible to raise funds from new sources. 

Efforts to find a cure for cancer may 
eventually succeed at their current pace. 

In the meantime, however, the price of 

delay is unacceptable Each year this dis- 
ease affects oae out of three Americans 
and kills 500,000, almost as many as were 
killed in World War n, the Korean War 
and Vietnam combined- The longer we 
wait, the greater the toll will be.

He harshly criticized Czecho- 
slovakia and East Germany, saying 
they had detained scores of peace- 
ful political protesters only hours 
after the two countries signed the 
human rights agreement Sunday. 

One hour after the accord was 
adopted in V ienna, riot potioemen 
in Prague crushed a political rally 
“in direct violation of the commit- 
ments just solemnly given by the 
government of Czechoslovakia," 
Mr. Shultz said. 

The police “trained rubber trun- 
cheons, tear gas and water cannon 
on participants in peaceful demon- 
strations." and 91 people were de- 
tained, he said. The redly was held 
to commemorate the death 20 years 
ago of a student who set himself 
afire to protest the Soviet-led inter- 
vention in Czechoslovakia. 

Mr. Shultz said that in Romania, 
“the economic and social condi- 
tions, as well as the political and

Cathay Pacific Gears Up for 1997 

As Chinese Rule Nears, Carrier Bets on a Bigger Role

HONG KONG — Decades 
ago this crossroads in the Orient 
made a fortune for a handful of 
shipowners.

Court Requires 
House of Fraser 
Buyout Review

LONDON — Britain's High 
Court ordered on Tuesday a refer- 
ral to the Monopolies ana Mergers 

Commission of the controversial 
£615 million (S1.0S billion) take- 
over in 1985 of the House of Fraser 
Group, whitih owns tlx famous 
Harrods department store. 

The court overruled a Nov. 25 
decision by Lord Young, the trade 
secretary, not to refer the successful 
acquisition by the Egyptian-born 
al-Fayed brothers for official re- 
view. Lord Young, at the time, gave 
no reasons for his derision. 

The ruling was seen as a victory 
for Lonrho PLC, a rival bidder to 
House of Fraser that had contested 
Lord Young’s action. 

Lord Justice Watkins said that 
Lord Young’s decision not to refer 
the al-Fayed hid had beat “unrea- 
sonable." 

Both the Department of Trade 
and Industry and the House of Fra- 
ser said late Tuesday that they 
would appeal the High Court’s de- 
cision. A spokesman far the De- 
partment of Trade and a legal ad- 
viser to House of Fraser said that 
they expected their respective cases 
to be heard in tandem by the Court 
of Appeals on Wednesday. 

Lonrho complained that the 
trade secretary had improperly ex- 
ercised his discretion in deciding 
not to refer the takeover after his 
review of an extensive, confidential 
repor t on the bid that had been 
compiled over a 15-month period 
by Trade Department investiga- 
tors. 

Roland W. (Tiny) Rowland, 
Lonrho’s chief executive, said he 
was “delighted,” with the High 
Court’s ruling and added that ms

The Commerce Department raid inventories held on shelves and 
baddots rose to a seasonally adjusted $753.6 biUkm, while sales 
reached $503.8 b2h'an. 

Hie November increase in inventories followed virtually no rise 
during October and a 03 percent jump in September, It was the 23id 
straight month in which inventories had risen. had increased 
13 percent in October and were Bat in September. 

The m»trbrng in inventories and s afes produced no chang e in 

the ratio of inventories to sales, which stood at 13, meaning it would 
lake 13 months to exhaust inventories at the November sales pace. 

Rising inventories could presage price cuts or reductions in factory 
output, as businesses seek to move goods out of storage. But the 13 
ratio is considered a healthy levd and unhkrfy to lead to price catting, 

“Our information is that inventories are really pretty good,” 
eacept for a ttle oveihang” in automohDes, said Lawrence CSimer- 
ine^ chief economist for the WEFA Group of economic forecasters in 
BahtCynwyd, Pennsylvania.

NEW YORK — Citicorp and JJ>. Morgan & 
Co., citing recognition of delayed interest pay- 
ments from Brazil, Tuesday reported sharply im- 
proved earnings for the fourth quarter and fen: tlx: 
fall year 1988. 

In Los Angeles, Security Pacific Corp. also re- 
ported sharp gains for tlx: periods, eating fewer 
losses on loans to developing countries, improved 
income in several areas and growth in its conven- 
tional banking business. 

Gticorp, the largest U.S. banking company, said 
net income in the fourth quarter was S747 million, 
or $2.19 a share, up 203 percent from $621 million, 
or $132 a share, in the like 1987 period. 

For all of 1988, Gticorp reported earnings of 
$13 bOfion, or $536 a shore, compared with a loss 
of $1.2 billion in the previous year. 

Gticorp said the results for the fourth quarter 
and full-year 1988 included the recognition of $436 
million of interest payments from Brazil That 
represented nearly two years of interest due. 

In February 1987, Brazil suspended interest pay- 
ments on medium- and long-term loans from banks, 
saying falling exports left it without sufficient for- 
eign currency to meet its obligations. It formally 
ended the moratorium in September 1988. 

Gticarp's 1987 resalts reflected die impact of its 
S3 billion «dditinn to loan-loss reserves, which was 
announced in May 1987. The Gticorp move was a 
response to BkariPs moratorium, and ii^ was fallowed 
by rimflm- nrtirmg by other major U.S. banks.

Morgan said its results included the recognition 
of $240 milUnn of intoest received on $13 billion 
of medium- and long-term Brazilian loans, which 
were classified as nanaccnul, meaning interest ^ was 
credited only when received, since the Brazilian 
suspension of payments in 1987. 

Security Pacific said it earned $1693 million, or

Major improvements in net interest income, 
noninterest income and trading profits, combined 
with fewer losses on loans to developing nations 
and a growth in conventional banking business, 
faded Security Pacific’s positive fourth-quarter 
report, aid Richard J. Flamson 3d, its chairman.

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France Debates Its Basketball Pedigree

PARIS — France’s professional 
basketball league is deeply divided 
over its decision to limit to two the 
number of foreign players per 
team, mdndiag “faraga" triads 
who have been naturalized French 
citizens for less than three years. 

The case has broad international 
im plications as the European Com- 
mnnity moves toward a single mar- 
ket in 1992, when restrictions on 
the international movement of la- 
bor are doe to be lifted. 

Six of the 32 top-ranking clobs 
have more than two recently natu- 
ralized players and say they will 
attempt to overmen the decisi on 
through the conns. In the mean- 
time, they have been relegated to 
the bottom of their respective divi- 
sions — each of die two has 16 
t warns — hwnanise they have ignored 
the restriction since it went into 
effect at the start of this season. 

As a result of the derision by 
league offi cials, seven professional 
players in the two senior divisions 
and three in the second division 
have effectively been barred from 
playing with their current teams, 
yyy»pipip to a spokesnan far the 
FrenchBasloetbim Federation. AH 
52 foreign-born players with 
French teams are of American ori- 
gin. 

The governing body of the pro- 
fessional Iea&ie voted 39-6 to brin g 


France into line with the rules of 
the International Basketball Feder- 
ation, known as FIBA, which is 
based in Munich and i ncludes 
members in 178 countries. 

FIBA rules allow each national 
basketball squad to ffdd (me for- 
eign-bom player, provided he has 
been a naturalized citizen and reg- 
istered as such with die federation 
for at least three years. 

Roles for teams taking part in 
the European Cup, however, are 
more lax. Here, FIBA allows each 
team to fidd up to two foreign 
players in addition to two natural- 
ized citizens of at least three years' 
standing. 

The dispute presented a new 
challeng e m the Euro pe an Commn- 
mty, which is seeking to ease re- 
strictions on the free movement of 
labor as the EC moves toward a 
angle market in 1992. 

The community’s executive oaro- 
miisww has yet to take action 
against the restrictions imposed by 
the International Basketball Feder- 
ation. 

In a similar case, the EC’s execu- 
tive wMTrmitsifm has threatened to 
mlfg the governing board of Euro- 
pean soccer, UEFA, to the Europe- 
an Court over the rights of players 
to move freely within the commu- 
nity. 

In 1976, the court ruled that pro- 
fessional soccer players must be 


free to join teams in any of the 12 

community countries.

The French Basketball Federa- 
tion voted is February 1986 to al- 
low to have no more than 
two naturalized players of less than 
three years’ standing — in other 
wards, players indigMe to join the 
French national squad undo FIBA 
rules. 

This was because of perceived 
abuses of the naturalization sys- 
tem, and because of a stated deter- 
mination to develop the sport in 
France with French players.

The league’s governing 
body voted to relegate the six hold- 
out first division dubs to the bot- 
tom of their respective divisions 
after the court or appeal in Paris 
said that it was not competent to 
rule in the matter.

NEW YORK — In the swnl of protest and cries of 
racism in college basketball, notably by Coach John 
Thompson of Georgetown, and tire move spearheaded 
by the Southeastern Conference to push through the

the univeraty and the responsibility of the student 
himself seem to have got lost 

Just because someone can shoot a basketball or kick 
a football doesn’t mean dun he is therefore qualified 
or obliged to attend college. 

I deall y, th er e most be genuine interest on the part of 
the individual in question to seek an education, same 
wfifingness, and that interest and vrifl are often reflect- 
ed infos abafity to read and write and do sums. 

Colleges, of course, have a long, sordid history of 
the exploitation of muscular youths who had no busi- 
ness in school, no interest, no willingness, other than 
to seek tbe dream of professional sports. 

After four years in college — rather, at college — 
numbers of basketball and football players have left 
not only without a diploma, but, literally, without the 
aUfity to read simple street signs.

LOST IN TRANSLATION: 

A life in a New Language 

By Em Hoffman. 278 pages. $18.95.

E VA HOFFMAN is by her own ac- 
count “a New Yak woman”: “a 
member of a postwar international new 
dass; somebody who feds at ease in the 
world, and is getting on with her career 
relatively weO, and who is as fey and 
brave and capable and unsettled as many 
of tiie women in the United States — one 
of a new breed bam of both thejet age 
and the counterculture, and middfe-class 
ambitions and American pit” Yet as she 
tells us in tins provocative, intensely in- 
trospective memoir, there is far more to 
Hrtmrum than confidant ct yHchm-gr she 
is also an immig ra nt, a dmd of Poland 

who only reluctantly made her way to the 
United States and whose adjustment to 
its language and culture has been diffi- 
cult, painful and, in every sense of the 
word she herself employs, unsettling.

AIDS Risk 
In Sports 
Called Slight

GENEVA — Soccer players in 
international matches are required 
to wear shin-guards to prevent 
common shin wounds seen as an 
AIDS risk. And amateur wrestlers 
are required to produce an AIDS- 
free certificate before paitidpating 
in international competition. 

But far a group of spots medi- 
cine officials who met Monday tra- 
der tiro auspices of the World 
Health Organization here, those 
precautions are a bit like snake ofl. 

Although the group wiU recom- 
mended m a WHO report next 
week that injured athletes be 
deaned and bandaged before re- 
turning to the fidd, the feeling of 
the 12 sports doctors was that the 
risk of fetching acquired nmtiimg 
deficiency syndrome through 
sports is very s mall . 

“We don’t believe rugby or other 
sports rep r esent a risk for catching 
AIDS,” said Dr. Clarke Sharp of 
fortlanri, an official with the Inter- 
national Rugby Football Board. 

The WHO recommendations, 
“Sports and AIDS,” to be released 
next week, win say that there is no 
medical or public health reason for 
screening athletes to AIDS before 


tion, however, the document rec- 
ommends that an athlete taking 
part in a combattive sport Hke box- 
ing, wrestling, soccer or rugby slop 
playing if he gets a bleeding wouno, 
and have it cleaned and bandaged 
before going bade on to the playing 
field or into tiro ring. 

There have been no known cases 
of anyone becoming infected with 
the AIDS virus while engaging in 
sports, the doctors said.

All Bets Off, 
London Casinos 
Face Bad Times

L ONDON — The casinos of 
/ London are facin g hard 
tunes. As the big money players 
desert the tables, the elegant 
houses clustered around the so- 
called Mayfair Strip are echoing 
to a common lament; “Where 
have all the high rollers gone?” 

In the hakyon 70s, the gaming 
dubs were apoQed. They got used 
to raking in the chips almost as 
fast as Arab oil gushed out of tie 
desert In the '80s as ail prices fell, 
competition got tougher Butpe- 
tro-dolkrs aplenty still sluiced 
down Park Lane. No longer. 

In recent weeks, ownership of 
I npiVm mmum h« been dealt 
around Kite a hand of arHi The 
financier Peter de Savaiy sold off 
the most stylish joint in town, 
salon privfe to the jet set, Aspin- 
aD's Cnrerm, bandy a year after 
taking it over. 

Rdrimt its marbled piDazs the 
aristocratic Clermont dub in 


from home for Lord Lucan whose 
mysterious dis a ppe ar ance after 
the murder of his children's mm- 
ny has never been resolved, is now 
directed by a mass entertainment 
group best known for its dance 
halls.

£1.17 billion (about 52.09 billion). 
WHiV. the casinos’ r etu r n, after 
paying winners, is about 19 per- 
cent, expenses have been rising 
dramatically. With a few auc- 
tions, Hke the gilded Ritz Chib on 
Piccadilly, the are far 

from coining it. 

Sflintfcg and upkeep keep on 
Tiring- The market is shrinking. 
British are forbidden to 

advertise. So they set about be- 
coming more cost-effective and in 
some cases diversifying into other 
leisure activities. 

Then bum the market 
crash. After aH the upheavals in 
Lebanon, and the long hanor- 
ihage of the Gulf War, die crash 
rawre as a seismic shod: to gam- 
blers* confidence. The high 
rollers, on whom the casinos de- 
pend for lag profits, got nervous. 

"There are probably not more
